The annual meeting of the rate- 
payers of the Municipal District of 
Bigstone No. 459 was held in Lone 
Ridge hall on Saturday afternoon. 

At one o'clock, the Returning Of- 
ficer, A. C. Sproule, called the meet- 
in order and asked the ratepayers to 
elect a chairman. It was agreed that 
Mr. Sproule act as chairman. 

T. S. Steedman was elected as sec- 
retary of the meeting, and read the 
minutes of last year’s annual meet- 
ing, after which he read the financia: 
statement. Some discussion followed 
the reading of the statement. After 
several questions had been as’ ed and 
answered, a motion by Messrs. H. G. 
Young and Strohschein that the 
statement be adopted, was carried. 

The secretary read a letter from 
the Association of Municipal Dis- 
tricts re resolution to bring about a 
uniform method of dealing with indi- 
gent hospital accounts, and asking 
opinion of districts as to Municipal 
Districts granting a per diem fee for 
all patients sufficient to cover aver- 
age loss to hospitals. Several rate- 
paypers spoke on this subject, and 
the following motion was put by Mr. 
Wim .Milton: “Moved, that this meet- 
ing recommend to the Council that 
they do not support the principal of 
a per diem fee as set out in the reso- 
lution of the M.D. Association in re- 
gard to patients hospital accounts.” 
This motion was carried. 

The question of using. the grader 
and tractor for road work during the 
coming year was discussed at length. 
Many opinions were expressed on 
this matter, and the following motion 
Was put before the meeting by Messrs. 
Rattray and Rickard: “Moved, that 
this meeting recommend to the Coun- 
ceil that during the present year the’ 
Council arrange as far as possible to 
have all road work done in the Muni- 
cipality distributed among the rate- 
‘payers of the Municipality, °

The question of electimg Council- 
ors at large was ‘brought up for dis- 
cussion. Some speakers censured the 
Council for failing to pass the neces-' 
sary by-law as was recommended at 
the last annual meeting. Ratepayers 
from all parts of the room took part 
in the discussion, and at times: the 
debate threatened to become quite 
heated. Allegorical references to ar- 
ticles of bedroom crockery were hurl- 
ed back and forth but seemed to be 
laden more with good humor than 
personal bitterness. The following 
motion was put before the meeting 
by Messrs. Young and Rattray: 
“That this meeting recommend +o 
the Council that they put before the 
electorate of this municiality at the 
first opportunity a by-law changing 
the present method of electing Coun- 
cillors by Division to elections of 
Councillors at large.” The debate on 
this motion continued for some time. 
When the chairman called for the 
vote the motion was lost.

and setting out regulations governing 
the different departments. A study 
of these rentals, royalties and charg- 
es reveal some amazing facts. Let 
us first discuss and decide what pro- 
portions of the value of our Natural 
Resources should beloniz to the peo- 
ple of the ‘Province. If a man owns a 
farm and rents'it on shares he gets 
from one-third to one-half of the pro- 
ceeds of the land. My own opinion 
is that 50% of the value of the unde- 
veloped resources should accrue to 
the people of the Province. On. this 
basis let me examine the tariff of 
leases and royalties as fixed by the 
Government. I will only deal at this 
time with some of the most import- 
ant items. 
Natural Gas and Petroleum 

5% of the output of the wells or 
5% of the sale of products as decid- 
ed by the Minister. Natural gas is 
valued at one place in the regulations 
at 2 cents per 1000 ft. 5% means a 
royalty of 1-10th of a cent per 1000 
ft. Surely a ridiculously small _per- 
centage for the people. If 2 cents 
per 1000 ft. is a fair valuation then 
the government should secure 1 cent 
per 10000 ft. at least. 

The same thing applies to oil. If 
a barrel of oil is worth $3.00, the tax 
is now 15 cents per barrel. It may 
be hard to fix the value of a barrel 
of oil for royalty purposes, but put- 
ting the value at $1.00 the public’s 
share would be 50 cents per barrel 
instead of 15 cents. 

Then we have a number of com- 
modities grouped together under Or- 
der in Council 692-31. Limestone, 
granite, slate, marble, gypsum, marl, 
gravel, sand, clay, volcanic ash, build- 
ing stone. All paying a royalty of 5 
cents per cubic yard. Surely it was 
not intended to group them. together 
at the same rate with such a differ- 
ence in their value. Gravel and sand 
would have..ilo greater: value im. the 
pit than “10 ¢énts: ‘per 'yata,~and the 
5 cent royalty would equal the 50% 


generated electricity from which no 
doubt a very large sum will be re- 
alized yearly. 

There are other items in. the Natur- 


al Resoures lists that I could mention.:, 


but time will not permit: It may be 
argued that a larger royalty will in- 
crease the cost to the ultimate con- 
sumer. I do not believe it will to 
any extent. Even jf it does mean a 
slight increase, it is only fair to the 
rest of the public. I feel, however, 
that some of the increases I have sug- 
gested would no doubt be absorbed 
in part by the companies affected, 
while others would be wholly absorb- 
ed. 

In my opinion our Resources offer 
the finest opportunity to augment our 
Provincial revenues and is the fair- 
est source open to us, and the possi- 
bility of increased revenues through 
development is unlimited. Should it 
become necessary in order to meet 
competition and secure markets out- 
side of Alberta for some of our pro- 
ducts, a rebate of a portion of “the 
royalty might be arranged for to cov- 
er cases of this kind.

The Premier says they reduced this 
license last “year as $5.00 was a lot 
of money. It would buy a pair of 
shoes for the children. This year he 
apparently intends that they should 
go barefoct. He takes the $5.00 back 
at a time when this sum would buy 
two pairs. Are monetary conditions 
better to warrant this increase. Is he 
going to swallow his policy of a year 


ago when he was so desirous of hav- 
ing all the cars and trucks possible 
to run on our highways so that there 
would be no falling off in the Gas- 
oline Tax. 

Let us examine this new truck 
schedule so fearfully and wonderfully 
made. 

Take for example a 1% ton Ford 
truck commonly used. The license in 
1931: wheel base, $27.50; truck 1i- 
cense, $15.00; total $42.50. 1932: 
wheel base, $32.50; weight of truck, 
4300 lbs, capable of carrying 6000 
Ibs:, 10300 Ibs., $100.00; total $132.50. 
Increase 212%. 

If calculated on the rated capac- 
ity the license would be: wheel base, 
{ $32.50; weight of truck, 4300 Ibs.; 
lrated capacity, 3000 Ibs.—7300 Ibs., 

$52.50; total $85.00. Increase 100%. 
‘In addition the gasoline tax will av- 
erage $100 per year. 

Many of these rates are absolutely 

prohibitive and will result in a very 
jJarge number of trucks remaining 

idle. Many of these truck owners 
manage to make a living for their 
families heretofore, but now they will 
be forced to ask for relief. This is 
not all. Those who have protested 
to me, and I expect every member has 
ibeen appealed to, are objecting to 
1 what they claim is discrimination 
‘against them in that a man is permit- 
‘ted to engage in trucking farm pro- 
duce without paying more than the 
wheel base license. ‘Tihey say all 
‘should be treated alike. Let a man

Eight are left on one line, but five 
of them have given instructions to 
have the phone taken out. And so 
it goes on. When they cannot call 
up their neighbors, the convenience 
of the telephone is largely discount- 
ed. 

Had the Minister one year ago, as 
! wanted him to, adopted a more 
courageous policy and given some re- 
duction in rates, the subseribers: 
might have kept their phones. Now 
that they are getting accustomed to 
getting along without one, it is doubt- 
ful whether they will reinstall them 
even at a greatly reduced price. 

A perusal of the financial  state- 
ment of the Telephone System as at 
March 31st, 1931, should give us 
much concern and demands far better 
attention from the members than it 
usually gets. 

With assets of $32,263,031.42; 
liabilities, $31,302,972.07; corporate 
deficit, $39,670.65; with a net bonded 
debt of $24,608,502.51. 

The Province trom its general rev- 
enue has boosted the receipts of..the 
Telephone Dept. by a total subven- 
tion of $354,000.00 provided by all the 
taxpayers, users of non-users, ends 
the year with a deficit of $144,170.26, 
and a. corporate deficit of $39,670.65, 
after allowing a credit for sale of 
phone building in Calgary for $17,- 
860.05, an amount that should have 
been credited to the Capital Account, 
instead of Current Account.

I quote from a table prepared by 
the Finance Minister of B.C., Hon. 
Mr. Jones, which is given in a report 
of his Budget Speech one year ago. 
Although the gross debt of B.C.. is 
given as about $20,000,000 more than 
Alberta, their Sinking Fund is near- 
ly $24,000,000 as compared with ours 
of about $5,000,000, and in 10 years 
he estimates: it will be well, over 
$65,000,000. This is what he says: 
“B.C. is now providing sinking funds 
annually equivalent to 1.8% of the 
total debt as against Quebec 1.4, N.B. 
65 and Alberta 59, and is equal the 
aggregate of Quebec, Manitoba, Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan. Our Sink- 
ing Funds are in the main respon- 
sible for the high esteem shown by 
the investing public towards B. C. 
securities.” 

You see he takes credit for the ex- 
cellent financial .position of B.C. by 
the fact that their Sinking Fund is 
of such large proportions. In order

Alberta Legislative 


Assembly 


After ‘cne of the longest debates in 
years, the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne was adopted 
by the legislature on Thursday eve 
ning, February 18th. 

For nine days, members from north 
and south, east and west, presented 


their comments upon the problems 
confronting the province and western 
‘Canada, and advanced their solutions. 

Durin this period 84 speeches 
were delivered, the largest number 
‘during such a debate since 1927 and 
perhaps before that. 

The government was subjected to 
a steady fire of criticism from the 
opposition, that is the fighting oppo- 
sition, during the week. 
tive speakes were in the forefront in 
raking the treasury benches with 
fire that drew defensive measures on 
the part of the Ministers. 

Time and again, the Government 
was subjected to severe criticism at 
the hands of Conservative and Liber- 
al speakers. Over expenditures and 
extravagance in many respects were! 
cited, while the inaction of the gov- 
enment also was scored. 

One of the most severe criticisms 
of the week was that made by Hugh 
(C. Farthing, of Calgary, Conservative 


whip, who used his verbal lash on 
the Attorney-General, Hon. J. oF. 
Lymburn, with evident effect. 

The Attorney-General had rather 


suggested during his address in the 
denate on the speech from the throne 
that cabinet ministers should not ibe 
criticized for remarks made outside 
the House. Mr. Farthing condemned 
the xttitude of the Mirister 
clared that the Opposition would at 
all times insist upon their constitu- 
tional rights. 

Speaking of the proposed prcvin- 
cial income tax, Mr. Farthina show- 
ed how such a levy would work a 
hardship on the pecple, especially in 
the light of incomes being in many 
cases half of what they were in 1931. 

J. J. Bowlen, Liberal member for 
Calgary, also made a most effective 
speech during this debate, when he 
strongly criticized the government’s 
financial record. 

Another to take part in the debate 

was Hon. O. L. McPherson, Minister 
of Public Works, who declared that 
the government's: .raad-policy- was 
sound and thoroughly justified. 
\ John Irwin, Conservative member 
for Calgary, made an important con- 
tibution to the debate when he sug- 
gested a solution for Alberta’s finan- 
cial ills. He urged the. government to 
launch an aggressive «selling cam- 
paign to dispose of. 100,000,000 acres 
of land to genuine settlers at low 
prices, which would have the effect 
of yielding considerable revenue to 
the Province. 

The condition of the Provincial 
Telephones also came under review 
durinlg: the week, this being a subject 
for attack during the address of H. J. 
Montgomery, Liberal member for; 
Wetaskiwin. He urged the department 
to reduce rural rates. ’ 

Hon. V. W. Smith, Minister of 
Telephones, who replied, declared 
that to put a reduction in rates in 
effect would only cause an increase 
in losses. He said it would be nec- 
essary to consider meeting the situa-

In this 
way, no undue or sudden strain is 
placed upon organs which, are not 
capable of meeting it. 

Fresh. air, night and day, sunshine, 
and a proper diet are needed. Meals 
should be regular. Eating between 
meals is not good, unless the food 
taken is a glass of milk or some fruit 


in the middle of the morning or after- 
noon. Over-eating, with the idea of 
building up the patient’s health by 
stuffing him with, food, is harmful, 
not helpful. 

Measles is a serious and frequently 
fatal disease because of the complica- 
tions which occur, such as pneumonia 
and diseases of the ear. The care 
given the child after he is apparently 
over the disease is important in the 
prevention of such complications. It 
is because measles is regarded 
being of such minor importance that 
it is neglected and so is often follow- 
ed ‘by disaster. 

Following measles and whooping- 
cough, the child should be protected 
from exposure or chilling at the same 


time having plenty of fresh air. The 
scarlet fever patient requires the 
care indicated, duriniz) convalesence, 
and the diphtheria convalescent 


needs a great deal cf rest because 
the diphtheria poison is particularly 
severe in its effect upon the heart 
muscle. 

How long the after-care needs to 
be continued, and how soon the pat- 
ient may safely resume his normal 
life depend upcn the actual condition 
of each case. What we do wish to 
stress is the need for after-care, bas- 
ed upon and understanding that the 
patient is not back to normal health 
as soon as the acute stage of the 
disease is past. Convalescence is a 
time when to go slowly js to go safe- 
ly, and when rest is the best remedy.
